The: misrepresentation 
of the eastern press has been continuous. 
Everything Bryan did, every word he ut- 
tered, was criticised and distorted. The 
infotives of the man in entering the army 
were questioned, and his attitude upon the 
question of staying in or getting out of the 
service was distorted. It was declared that 
he was anxous to resign when he had no 
such thought; the fact that ke did a sol- 
dier’s part and refused to open his mouth 
either in praise or criticism was made the 
subject for ridicule, just as was the fact 
that before he entered the service he had 
something to say about the war; the same 
crowd which criticised him for volunteering 
his services when the president had called 
for volunteers also criticised him for re- 
signing his commission when the treaty of 
peace had been sigred. 

All‘of this was, of course, inspired by the 
Interests which fear the influence of Bryan 
upon the politics of the future. Ordinarily 
aman who has been defeated for office is 
not regarded as formidable; defeat in most 
cases is a sin for which it is difficult to 
find forgiveness; but the republicans realize 
that Bryan is no ordinary man, and that 
the defeat he sustained in 1898, when all the 


. odds were so terribly against him, was no 


ordinary defeat. They see the man is a 
‘power, and seeing this, they have, from the 
‘first, done everything they could do to 
‘weaken his influence. ° 
One result of this onslaught of criticism 
Was that not a few democrats here in 
| Washington where public men fall more 
‘or less under the influence of the eastern 
press, were inclined, as they expressed it, to 
'**weaken on Bryan.” 
Have Had Their Eyes Opened. 
One of these men, a member of the house 
whose influence on the democratic side is 
igreat and who is recognized as a national 
‘figure, said to me tonight, in discussing 
,Bryan: 
- “T give it up. You know I have been in- 
‘clined all the time to the belief that 
Bryan's career was largely meteoric, and 
that while he was undoubtedly a splendid 
‘candidate for us in that last campaign 
‘which was made entirely upon the silver is- 
‘sue, he did-not possess all the elements of 
a big leader. I confess that I have studied 
his utterances in vain for evidence to sub- 
,Stantiate my idea, but despite this failure 
I, and a good many others like me, have 
But my opin- 
‘fon has changed. I believe now that he is 
‘mot only a brilliant orator and a man of 
‘great force, but that he is also a man of 
great brains and possesses the breadth and 
the wisdom for a wise and safe counselor. 
‘He is in reality a great leader.” 
| Continuing, this member of ,congress went 
“Bryan has saved the party in 
congress from making two very serious 
| mistakes. With the best intentions in the 
| world, we were on the verge of getting into 
two holes, both of which would have dune 
to the party great harm. In the first place, 
our democrats in the senate were most of 
them inclined to make the mistake of plac- 
ing the party in the position of opposing 
the ratification of the peace treaty.

“The American people want peace. A 
great many of us elieve that the Ameri- 
can people do not want to retain the Philip- 
pines permanently, but it is even more cer- 
tain that a great majority of the people 
would not think of allowing those posses- 
sions going back to Spain. When Mr. Bryan 
came and advocated the prompt ratification 
of the peace treaty, arguing that it would 
be more practical] for members to express 
their views on the question of the disposi- 
tion of the islands when that question 
came more properly before congress, he 
saved the party from getting into a hole 
and shewed that he is a leader. 

‘Another hole we were about to get into, 
was on the question of the increase of the 
army. We are, of course, opposed to any 
unnecessary permanent increase of the reg- 
ular army. Our people were giving con- 
stant expression to their views to this ef- 
fect, and were putting themselves in the 
attitude of opposing the plans of the ad- 
ministration, without showing them any 
other way out of the dilemma furnished by 
the necessity of maintaining government 
ina lot~ef islands with a very inadequate 
regular army at the president’s disposal. 
At the same time that our people were op- 
posing the plan for an increase, they were 
crying out for the mustering out of the 
volunteer soldiers who did not want to do 
garrison duty in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines 

Bryan’s Plan for Army Increase. 

‘“Mr. Bryan furnished the solution of the 
trouble, from a democratic standpoint, by 
proposing a compromise plan under which 
the president would find at his disposal 
enough volunteer soldiers for Quty in these 
islands so long as such duty was neces- 
sary, but with the proviso that when the 


' necessity ceases to exist, the army shall 


feturn to. its.normal size and shall not be 
a constant drain upon the pockets of the 
tax holders as would be the permanently 
increased regular army which the republl- 
cans favor. The plan is a very simple one 
and certainly meets all the legitimate re- 
quirements. By proposing it, Mr. Bryan 
furnished a means by which the democrats 
in congress could oppose the increase of the 
reguiar army which they think is wrong, 
and at the Same time avoid the mistake of 
putting themselves in opposition to meeting 
the which present them- 
selves, 

‘“The democratic leaders in congress have 
not always done the wise thing,’’ continued 
this member, whose name I am not at lib- 
erty to use, “‘but by following the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Bryan, they will undoubtedly 
find themselves not far apart from the 
masses of thé people of the country. He 
has saved us from making two serious 
blunders and has in consequence shown 
himself a rea] leader.’’

To the Republicans of Pennsylvanila— 
We, the undersigned committee, ap- 
pointed by and representing the absen- 
tees of the alleged republican Caucus, 
desiring that our fellow republicans 
throughout the state should understand 
clearly the motives which animate us 
in our present position with reference 
to the United States senatorship, here- 
by briefly set forth our reasons: 

In our present attitude we are prompt- 
ed by’ what we believe to be the best 
interest of our party and state. We be- 
lieve that a republican senator should 
and will be elected and that no combi- 
nation of circumstances can prevent it._ 
We believe that the unquestioned sentl- 
ment of the republicans of the common- 
wealth is against taking action that 
might result in the election of a person 
as United States senator who is charg- 
ed with crime before his innocence is 
established in a court of justice and 
that tHe failure to determine that ques- 
tion prior to this time is due to the act 
of the alleged caucus nominee in delay- 
ing the trial and not to any act of ours. 
We feel that in justice to the public and 
our own sense of self-respect and duty, 
we are justified in refusing to be com- 
mitted to any proposition that might 
cause a stigma upon our common- 
wealth, and our integrity as citizens 


and legislators. 

Feeling that we are sustained in our 
position by the unbiased sentiment of 
the state, we deem it unwise to vote 
for any person for United States sen- 
ator who is duly charged with crime 
so long as those charges remain unde- 
termined. We cannot justify ourselves 
for voting for any person for office who 
is indicted for criminal offenses, and 
who simply alleges that he is the vic- 
tim of a political conspiracy. We be- 
lieve that the public, as well-as our- 
selves, is not interested in the motives 
of persons making the charges, but 
rather in the truth of falsit¥Y of these 
charges. 

Entertaining these views, we submit 
our action to the unprejudiced judg- 
ment of our fellow citizens,

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ROOSEVELT’S MESSAGE READ 


TO THENEW YORK LEGISLATURE, 
WHICH MET YESTERDAY. 


In the Message the Governor Alludes 
to War Destroying Sectionalism. 
Views on Civil Service.

Albany, N. Y., January 4.—The state legis- 
lature convened today. In both the assem- 
bly and senate, the republican caucus nom- 
inees were elected. Fred Dixon, of Chau- 
tauqua county, was made speaker of the 
assembly, and Archie Baxter, of Chemung, 
was chosen clerk. In the senate, T. E. 
Ellsworth, of Niagara county. and James 
S. Whipple, of Cuttaraugus county, were 
elected temporary chairman and clerk re- 
spectively. After a brief address by Lieu- 
tenant Governor Woodruff, the message of 
%he governor, TYheodore Roosevelt, was 
read. It opens with a reference to the alac- 
rity with which New York responded to 
the call for volunteers to engage in the war 
with Spain. 

War is a grim thing, 

war through which-we have passed has 
left us not merely memories of glory 
won on land and sea, but an even more 
blessed heritage, the knowledge that it 
Was Waged from the highest motives, 
for the good of others, as well as for 
our own national honor. Above all, we 
are thankful that it brought home ‘to 
all of us the fact that the country was 
indeed one when serious danger con- 
fronted it. The man from the east and 
the west, from the north and the south. 
the sons of those who wore the blue and 
of those who wore the gray, stood 
shoulder to shoulder in the fight, met 
the same dangers, shared the same 
hardships and won the same ultimate 
triumph. 

Governor Roosevelt. recommended a con- 
tinuance of the commission appointed under 
the preceding state administration to ex- 
amine into the cause of the decline of com- 
merce of New York city. 

Regarding the question of..the civil ser- 
vice, Governor Roosevelt says of the ex- 
isting state law on the subject, that it 
“works badly from every standpoint, and 
half the mark given upon the so-called fit- 
ness test represents not a competitive ex- 
amination at all, but the individual prefer- 
ence of the appointing officer, or rather the 
outsider, who has requested the appoint- 
ment.

together getting rid of yet others.’ 


GOVERNOR TAYLOR’S MESSAGE. 


Makes Suggestions for the Good of the 
State. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 4.—(Special.)— 
In his message to the legislature today 
Governor'Taylor speaks of the credit of the 
state being restored and the duty of pre- 
serving it. The building up of state insti- 
tutions has prevented the creation of a 
sinking fund. The reduction of the tax 
rate in 1895 was the sole: cause of the 
present deficit of $850,000. He urges that 
the floating debt be funded, expenses re- 
duced and revenue increased, and a sinking 
fund created...He urges..that.. »reperty 
owners be compelled to pay taxes upon the 
full value of their property. Every depart- 
ment of the state is in good condition. 

He refers to the bureau of agriculture 
having earned $15,000 aLove expenses and 
that the penitentiary is not only self-sup- 
porting, but earned $35,000 under the pres- 
ent management. He urges that insane 
prisoners be placed in asylums and re- 
formatories created; that excessive coal oil 
fees be turned into the treasury. He gives 
an exhaustive review of the railroad litiga- 
tion and says: 

“The federal courts have encroached upon 
the powers of states until it seems that 
local self-government must soon’ perish 
among its worshipers.”’ 

The amount paid in mustering volunteers 
was $9,839.68, while $27,578.29 is unpaid, and 
appropriations are asked to cover these 
amounts. 

He urges that appropriations be made to 
make the pure food law effective.

Customs of All Ports To Be Used for 
Betterment of Condition of Cu- 
bans in Entire Island. 


Santiago, aJnuary 4.—Meetings were held 
at all the political clubs last night and 
even the most conservative those 
favoring the annexation gf Cuba to the 
United States, were astounded at the or- 
ders from Havana for the centralization 
Of customs money there. 

The past forty-eight hours have com- 
pletely altered the situation of affairs here. 
The province had gradually settled down 
and wae contented with the order of things 
previously récognizing the benefits con- 
ferred. Now there is a complete change 
e° and there is no exaggeration in saying 
tha‘: the situation is critical; that a spark 
would set up a biaze which would plunge 
the province into insurrection. It is gen- 
eralig admitted that if 1,000 men were sud- 
denly dischargeq from the public works 
euch action would probably cause a revolt 
which it would be hard to quell. 

Major General John R. Brooke, the gov- 
ernor general of Cuba, is apparently ig- 
noring General Leonard Wood, in com- 
mand here, and he is cabling d?frect to his 
subordinates. He has ordered the acting 
collector of customs to bank no money 
and the commanding general of the prov- 
ince ‘has ordered the postoffice to clcse 
several minor offices, including Songo and 
Bayamo, practically shutting off the mail 
of thé regiments there. 

Dr. Castillo , will accompany General 
Wood fo Washington, representing the 
British interests in Santiago, to lay these 
matters before the president. 

General Wé6od’s work here is now more 
thoroughly appreciated by the Cubans. 

Due to Misapprehension. 

Washington, January 4.—Regarding. tne 
sensational reports from Santiago that the 
whole province had been inflamed by the 
recent order of the war department “con- 
centrating all customs money in Havana, 
thus threatening to throw thousands of 
Cubans out of employment, it may be 
authoritatively stated that any excitement 
existing in Santiago is Que to a misappre- 
‘hension of the war department's order. 

It seems to have been taken for granted 
that the order contemplates sending all 
currency collected for custom dues to Ha- 
‘vana and thus cutting off the governor of 
Santiago provinee from the employment 
of local labor. The fact is that the of- 
ficers in charge of customs at the various 
; ports of entry are merely ordered to ‘““make 
"weekly reports to the collector of customs 
- of the island, at the chief port, of all 
transactions at the subport over which 

he may have jurisdiction, with copies of 
entries of merchandise ‘duly certified.” 

The customs from all the ports in the 
island are to be used for the betterment 
of the condition of the Cubans not only 

in Havana and Santiago, but elsewhere. 

Expenditures will be divided as equitably 
as possible so as to relieve distress exist- 
ing in various quarters and to, make this 
relief correspond as nearly as possible to 
the emergency. It would be just as equita- 
ble, it is argued, for the port of New York 
to retain all the customs funds collected 
there for expenditure in the island of Man- 
hattan as it would be for Havana or San- 
tiago or any other town in Cuba to gobble 
all tite customs receipts for expenditures 
within its own borders. 

No Curtailment Contemplated. 

So far from the war department contem- 
Plating any curtailment of the relief work 
in Cuba, an order already has been issued 

‘to the governor genera! directing him to 
furnish work to every able-bodied Cuban 
applying for it at a fair rate of weekly 

Wages, measured by Cuban standards. The 

order suggests that the best lines of em- 

ployment are in sanitary work, road im- 

provement and municipal works of various 

sorts. 

It is intended to offer a chance for re- 
munerative work to all who are able to

The, employ- 
ment contemplated will not be offered, how- 
ever, to any resident of the island who re- 
tains his allegiance to Spain. 

‘Plans so far formulated by the war de- 
partment do not touch the payment of the 
Cuban army which has been urgently re- 
quested by General Gomez, but this matter 
is now under advisement and it is not im- 
possible that the war department will hold

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TORTURE CHAMBER FOUND? 


STARTLING REPORT CIRCULATED 
IN CITY OF HAVANA. 


Said That Persons Weré Tortured and 
Murderei in Residence of Span- 
ish Military Governor. 


Havana, January 4.—The afternoon .pa- 
pers today sent a thrill through the city 
with a report that a torture and execution 


‘chamber had been found at the residence 


of the Spanish military governor adjoin- 
ing the palace. The papers declared that the 
Spanish officers unquestionably murdered 
politica] prisoners. 

Acgerding to their accounts the floor of 
the chamber was covered with dried blood 
and its walls were indented with machete 
strokes. 

An excited crowd soon gathgred outside 
the residence, which was last occupied by 
General Parrado. The’ reported torture 
chamber is a room about eight by eight 
feet just off the dining room. As a matter 
of fact it was probably used as a pantry. 

In the wall there is a dirty iron bar, evi- 
dently uséd to hahg meat on and a piece of 
disco:ored rope is suspended from it. It is 
inconceivable that General Parrado prac- 
ticed torture next to his dining room. 

For purposes of better military control 
the suburbs of Havana have been placed 
under Genera] Ludlow’s command and the 
detashed companies of volunteers and po- 
lice in the suburb have been removed from 
General Fitzhugh Lee’s command to Gen- 
eral Ludlow’s. 


COST OF INCREASED ARMY. 


ESTIMATED THAT COST WILL BE 
$57,053,865 UNDER HULL Bilt. 


Cost of Proposed Establishment Is 
Shown in Letters Sent by Gen- 
eral Corbin. 


Washington, January 4.—The cost of the 
proposed military establishment under the 
Hull bill, reported to the house, as com- 
pared with the present regular military es- 
tablishment, the ' volunteer 
forces incident to the war, is shown in let- 
ters sent by Adjutant General Corbin to 
Chairman Hull, of the military committee. 

Jt gives thhe present cost of the regular 
army at $24,443,480; cost under the proposed 
bill, $82,053,865, increase of cost $57,710,231. 

The cost is applied to the three main de- 
partments of the army as follows: 

Quartermaster’s department, ‘present 
cost, $7,107,000; proposed $40,013,246; subsist- 
present cost, $2,739,775;

FRESH MEAT WAS 
CAUSE OR SICKNESS 


So Declares Major Harrison, ef Ninth 
Volunteer Infantry. 


HE GOES BEFORE COMMISSION 


Says Refrigerated Beef Sent to Cuba 
Was Quite Good. 


He Says Use of Fresh Killed Beef 
Causei an Increase of 10 Per 
Cent in Sickness.

Washington, January 4.—Major Hopkins, 
military aid to the secretary of war, testi- 
fied today before the war investigation com- 
mission regarding senitary conditions at 
Tampa, Camp Thomas, and Camp Afver. 

It was the old queston of sinks, drainage 
and camp police, and the testimony of the 
witness was little different from preceding 
witnesses.. He had not approved ‘of the 
conditions at Camp Thomas, and in accord- 
ance with his report, an order Was issued 
on August 15th for its abandonment. He 
knew of no adverse report ever having 
been made to the secretary of War on 
Camp Alger. If there were any com- 
plaints they were merely individual.’ He 
knew of no complaint as to any camp that 
was not promptly investigated. 

“What action was taken, if any?” 

‘Well, for one instance, I was appointed 
with Dr. Reed to investigate the condition 
of the ‘hospitals. The surgeon general told 
us to report daily and he would mect at 
once our recommendations.’’ 

This ended Major Hopkins’s testimony. 

Major Harrison, Ninth volunteer infantry, 
whose regiment was raised near New Or- 
leans,, and is now in service at Santiago, 
was next called. 

Concerning: commissary stores he said 
those in the United States were the best 
that could be bought in open market. The 
refrigerated beef from this country, he 
said, was‘excellent. He had had much ex- 
perience with refrigerated meat, and he 
said that while there was some disposition 
on the part of the regimental cooks to 
cavil at the appearance of the meat, it was 
in reality quite good, 

Change Was Sudden. 

He explained that the sudden change of 
temperature on removing the meat from 
the refrigerator ships produced what is 
known as a “beard,’’ a greenish growth 
that thad to be scraped off. When this was 
done the meat beneath was perfectly good. 
It was served to the men with excellent 
results, and benefitted the sick materially. 
The chief trouble came when the change 
was made to hoof cattle sent from Porto 
Rico. This , beef, Major Harrison killed 
himself and personally superintended its 
cressing and cooling. 

“But it would not cool in that climate,’”’ 
he said emphatically. ‘‘The meat never lost 
its animal theat, and with its use our sick- 
ness increased 10 per cent. In a country 
where our dead putrefied in six hours, you 
will easify understand that meat killed and 
exposed to the atmospheric changes with 
coagulated blood and the attacks of flies 
will spoil much sooner. Our board of survey 
had no work to do except condemning and 
burying this local killed beef.”’ 

Of the canned meat Major Harrison spoke 
with equal emphasis, saying that it was 
fully as good as the refrigerator beef; was 
well received by the men and none of it had 
to be condemned.

THE GOLD OUTPUT INCREASES.

The production of California was consid- 
erably reduced by prevailing drought, 
which affected the output of the placers, 
but the increase from lode mining has 
Slightly more than offset this reduction.

Surgeon General G. M. Sternberg, of the 
army, arrived here today, accompanied by 
his aid, Assistunt Surgeon E. L. Munson, 
tor the purpose of inspecting the army hos- 
pital now in course of construction at Sa- 
vannah, He said today that this hospital 
would be for. winter use only, that sick 
sOldiers will be sent here from Cuba up to 
about April Ist, and that after that time 
they will be sent farther north. General 
Sternberg was very much displeased with 
the progress that is being made with the 
work, the hospital not being anywhere 
near completion. The chances seem to be 
fhat it will not be ready on contract time, 
and he was somewhat fearful that it would 
be of little use this season. General Stern- 
berg leaves tomorrow for Tampa, from 
where he will go to Havana, there to make 
an inspection of the Spanish hospitals, 
look into the matter of establishing new 
hospitals and arranging for the care of the 
sick soldiers who cannot be moved to the 
United States. 

Colonel R. L. Berner, of the Third Geor- 
gia, today assumed command of all the 
forces remaining in Savannah upon the de- 
parture of General Henry T. Douglass and 
staff for Havana upon the Panama. It 
was not decided definitely until this morning 
that General Douglass would get away to- 
day. As soon asit was settled there was a 
hurrying of everybody to get ready. Ev- 
erything in the office was soon packed away 
and ready for shipment. Lieutenant Rock- 
well arrived at noon and had what stuff 
that was to be turned over to ‘him checked 
off and receipted for it.

ers to fatten their surplus cattle and 
bring them to Atlanta, and to go into 
the business of stock raising with a def- 
inite end in view. : 

Then, there is the question of small 
grain. Many Georgia farmers will tell 
you that they cannot raise wheat for 
the rust; but this means that they do 
not take pains with the seed wheat or 
use judgment in the selection of soil 
wherein planted. In an average year 
the farmers of middle and north Geor- 
gia, with little attention, can raise from 
twenty to thirty bushels of wheat to the 
acre. As to corn, there is hardly any 
limit to its production in Georgia when 
the farmers give the crop the right sort 
of attention; and oats will grow any- 
where and anyhow. 

The Atlanta Milling Company will 
need 2,500,000 bushels of wheat and c6fn, 
mostly wheat, to keep its machinery in 
operation for twelve months. Mr. Whit- 
man has the cash in- hand to buy this 
grain, and if he can’t get it in Geor- 
gia he will have to send to the west 
for it. 

What are the farmers of this state 
going to do about it? Do they propose 
to continue to complain of the price of 
cotton when they have the opportunity 
to recoup themselves by extending their 
operations to other products of the 
farm? 
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Two Important, Elections. 

The county commissioners and the 
water board each. elected presiding offi- 
cials. yesterday afternoon. - In each in- 
stance the result of the votes taken was 
a surprise. Not that the men selected 
by the two bodies are-not capable and 
trustworthy in every way, but simply 
that the result in each election was not 
expected. 

At the meeting of the-water board 
Mr. George W. Harrison was named to 
succeed Judge Hillyer, who, for many 
years, has been president of this im- 
portant municipal body, and has filled 
the place with intelligent -integrity. 

At the meeting of the county com- 
missioners Judge H. E. W. Palmer re- 
ceived a majority of votes in preference 
to ‘Mr. Walter R. Brown, who has made 
a splendid head to thig body of-.county 
control, » 

While, as stated, the elections were in 
the nature of a surprise, it can be said 
of the two well-known citizens called to 
preside over the respective important 
bodies, that they will measure up fully 
to the gtandpoint of public expectation. 
Mr. Harrison is an Atlantian well known 
for his individual worth and his earnest- 
ness in every movement that involves 
the city’s interests, and it is, therefore, 
needless to say that he will mect every 
demand of his responsible position and 
follow the good work of. his predecessor. 
Of Judge Palmer, the same may be said 
with equal warmth, and it may be add- 
ed that neither body will be derelict in 
its duty to the citizenship it represents. 
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Unnecessarily Touchous. 

We regret to see that The Newnan 
Herald and Advertiser has become un- 
necessarily touchous, 

The last session of the legislature of 
this state practically abolished the na,- 
tional guard organization. Action so 
sweeping, meeting with so little opposi- 
tion and taking place. amid absolute in- 
difference as to its effect, was so strik- 
ing that there was some curiosity as to 
the cause for it, 

The Constitution todk occasion to 
say that the legislature was largely led 
into this eourse through the object les- 
son it had received during the summer. 

For years the state had been support- 
ing military organizations and keeping 
up an expensive encampment for the dis- 
tinct and avowed purpose, not of hav- 
ing drilled individuals, but of having 
perfectly disciplined military companies, 
regiments, brigades-and divisions, which 
could be relied upon to perform mili- 
tary evolutions in the field upon the 
tap of a drum, wherever their services 
became necessary. Over $250,000 of the 
people’s money had been expended in 
the fond hope that such an organized 
army was being developed. ‘When the 
call came for troops to go to the front, 
not a single one of these organized 
bodies were ordered into action. It is 
true that odd members here and there, 
capable individually considered, re- 
ceived appointments, but it is also true 
that the regiments thus organized were 
not the trained and drilled and cohe- 
sive regiments which the state of Geor- 
gia had paid for organizing, but were 
made up of men drawn from all kinds of 
commands which had still to go 
through all the preliminary de- 
tails of mobilization and drilling. By 
this action the money spent by the peo-. 
ple was rendered unavailing, because 
it did not furnish to the government one 
single company, regiment or brigade as 
an organized body, and that is exactly 
what The Constitution was speaking 
about, and not about the selection of 
individuals :to office. 

When The Herald and Advertiser as- 
sumes that this conclusion was an at- 
tack upon the state administration it 
goes a little wide of the mark. Itisa 
fact that the organized Georgia militia 
was ignored, though it is true that in- 
dividual Georgia militiamen were recog- 
nized. It is also true that this evil was 
widespread, and that Georgia is not the 
only state which suffered by it. but that 
in other states of the union the same 
disregard was shown for the organized 
guard, notwithstanding the fact that the 
president, in his call for troops, suggest- 
ed the preference to be given to the 
guard. By this he did not mean indi- 
vidual men, but organized military com- 
mands. 

These facts being not only true, but 
incontestible, there is no use of hag- 
gling over the past. Our plain duty is 
to take advantage of the past, and when 
we come to reorganize our national 
guard let it be on a sure enough military 
basis, which will be effected whenever 
‘the call for duty comes. In justice to 
the commands which formed our national 
guard, it must not be forgotten that they 
all declared they were ready and pre- 
pared to go to the front, and if they 
did not have the opporttiinity to do so it 
was not their fault. 


‘Two Important Facts. 
As our republican friends at the north 
seem to be in a mood to discuss the ne- 
gro question on rational grounds, and 


the liberty of calling attention to two 
very important facts which have not 
heretofore cut any figure in the discus- 
sion, albeit they afford a gauge by 
which the whole question may be test- 
ed at every point. . 

1. It is afact that thereisawide dif- 
ference between the attitude of the 
southern negroes when they discuss this 


negroes whe Se aS in convention 
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whenever they hear of any race trou- 
ble in the south. This difference is so 
remarkable in its nature and extent that 
it must stand for something worthy of 
note. And it does. It stands for in- 
timate knowledge of the situation on 
one side and ignorance and folly on the 
other. It stands on one side for a sym- 
pathetic conception of all the conditions, 
and on the other for a flippant miscon- 
ception and prejudice. 

Every sensible negro in the south 
knows that the mass of people, neither 
whites nom blacks, can live by politics; 
he knows, also, that there can be no po 
litical settlement of questions that are 
above and beyond politics, questions 
that belong purely to individual aspira- 
tions, individual character and individ- 
ual success; and he knows that 
all questions of whatever sort that 
arise between the races in the south are 
to be’ settled in the south, and nowhere 
else, by those most concerned, and by 
nobody else, 

Now it is possible that the sensible ne- 
groes of the south have been a. long 
time learning these things; but it must 
be borne in mind that a generation is 
not a long time in the life of a people, 
especially when that people has just 
emerged from slavery. Moreover, it 
must be remembered that the negroes in 
the very infancy of their freedom were 
taken in hand by designing politicians, 
alien to the soil and ignorant of the 
real sentiments that the associations of 
slavery had given rise to, and taught 
that they were the wards of the nation, 
that congress would look after their in- 
terests and that the republican party 
was able to supply all their needs and 
minister to all their aspirations. Un- 
der the circumstances, it is a wonder 
that conditions are not worse than they 
are, 

Will our republican friends compare 
the attitude of the southern negroes 
with that of the noisy blacks at. the 
north who pretend to represent them? 

2. The second fact is that wherever 
there seems to be a difference of opin- 
ion among prominent southern negroes, 
the one who leans toward’ prejudice and 
hatred will be found to be a politician, 
while the conservative will be found to 
be a man who is engaged in teaching 
his race how to be useful and profitable 
members of the communities in which 
they live. Booker Washington has at- 
tracted more attention than others, but 
Professor W. H. Council, president of 
the Agricultural and Mechanica] college 
at Normal, Ala., is quite as prominent so 
far as the work he is doing is concerned. 

Eighteen months ago Professor Coun- 
cil had occasion to deliver ah address as 
president of a ‘‘National Race Council” 
held by the negroes at Nashville. After 
remarking that the day has passed when 
abuse of the south finds favor in con- 
ventions, he said: 


We live in the south. We are southern 
people. The south is our home.and we love 
its beautiful skics, its hills and vales, its 
singing Lrooklcts. and flfwing rivers as 
fondly as any other people love them. We 
pray and labor for her peace and prosper- 
ity, we aro jealous of her good rame an@ 
will defend ther honor and interests with 
our lives, With the spirit of brothe ‘rly love 
we have a common and a glorious destiny, 
but with hatred and crime we drift tow: ard 
the whirlpool of internecine Strife and 
death. 

Whatever is wrong in the south must be 
corrected in and by .the south. I believe 
there is enough intelligence, enough virtue 
and the righteous inclination beneath south- 
ern skies to successfully solve all the in- 
tricate problems which may arise in our 
domestic and -social relations. The best 
Llack men and best white men of the south, 
moved by patriotic impulses, will surely 
gravitate toward the common center of 
patriotic actions fer our common good. 

Those sentiments lived up to—and they 
should be lived up to b yboth races— 
will settle apy and every race problem 
that can arise in this section. 
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Solema Kissing in Utah.

Editor Constitution—In Monday’s issue of 
The Constitution there appears an appreci- 
ative editorial of the self-sacrificing spirit 
of Rev. T. N. Morrison, late of the Church 
of the Epiphany, in Chicago. By the order 
of the bishop in charge he willingly gave up 
@ pleasant pastorate in that city to take 
charge of the church at Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
@ much less desirable field. To accept this 
new charge cost him the surrendering of 
ties that had become’ strong and hallowed 
by years of intimate association. Yet the 
servant of God was willing to deny himself 
of his own preferences to do the bidding of 
his superior officer. 

Of this act of heroism the editor writes 
words of hearty commendation. Every 
word is richly deserved. It does take the 
spirit which this man displays to break 
away from associations gas dear as life 
itself. But to consult SrSonal ease or 
pleasure when the Master cdlls would be to 
proclaim one unworthy to‘bear the name of 
Him who left heaven to sdye a lost world. 

But this is by no means amdsolated case. 
In the southern Methodist chutch there are 
more than 6,000 men who havé voluntarily 
taken a solemn vow to go whee their ‘“‘su- 
periérs in the church’’. shall send them. 
And this is done every twelve months. By 
the law of the church no one can remain at 
the same place longer than four years at a 
time. These devoted men preach the gos- 
pel and serve the church with the probabil- 
ity that at the end of a year, their fields of 
labor will be changed. Still, with. here and 
there an exception, they do not murmur. 
They bid goodby to dear friends, wipe away 
their tears and bravely go to their new 
charges. 

The world has little conception of what 
these frequent changes cost the faithful 
Methodist itinerant who, although he has 
no “‘lecal habitation,” has an open sesame 
to the Christian hospitality of a hundred 
homes.It is a sublime spectacle to see 6,000 
men going up to their annual gathering, not 
knowing where they will be sent, receiving 
their appointments and going to them with 
jubilant hearts, grateful for the privilege of 
offering salvation to their fellowmen. I 
have a letter now from a brave, true man 
who goes with a wife and four children toa 
work which will pay him less than $500. It 
is full of sunshine and hope. Such men are 
a blessing to their race, no matter what 
branch of the church they belong to.

Editor Constitution—What is the history 
of the loving cup? DRINKER. 

A current explanation thas it that the 
loving cup is a historical emblem. In the 
middle ages at the of an entertain- 
ment the parting guest was presented with 
spiced drink in a large bowl, just as_ he 
Was mounting his horse. It was called the 
“stirrup cup.’”’ Sometimes when the friend- 
ship between host and guest was a pretense 
and not a reality the drink was poisoned, 
or perhaps, while drinking the guest was 
murdered. These were frequent occur- 
rences among ItaHan nobles, and to put a 
stop to them the clergy introduced the lov- 
ing cup, which had three handles. Two of 
these were grasped by the host, who drank 
first to show that the liquor was not pois- 
oned. “The guest then took the cup by the 
third. The host released one handle, the 
right hand still holding one, so that he 
might help raise the cup and incidentally 
so that his right hand might be too busy 
to draw a sword or dagger. When the guest 
hai drunk, the host released the cup, which 
was passed to the next one. The monks in 
early times named this the ‘‘nocula .carita- 
tis,’ or cup of:love. It was filled with wine 
with a piece of toast floating therein and 
circulated from right to left around the 
table. Hence the phrase ‘‘drinking a toast.”

Progress in the South. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald, 

The south is not only a glad participant in 
the national rejoicings over the victories 
of war and of peace but she has especial 
occasion for jubilation over her industrial 
achievements for 1898 and the promise of 
even greater materia] progress in 1899. 

Although the commerce of the gulf and 
south Atlantic was interrupted by six 
p.cnths'’ hostilit ies aici in the Spanish 

this inter- 
ruption was not iutivety without its com- 
pensations. The low pric? of cotton has been 
somewhat depressing to the growers of this 
staple, but its good effects are discernible 
in a greater diversification of farming oper- 
ations than was ever known in the south, 
a tendency that offers the greatest promise 
of agricultural prosperity in the south. The 
agricultural account for 1598 is balanced by 
imrmense gein in the corn crop and by the 
wealth derived from the sale of strawber- 
ries, peaches, potatoes aml other early 
products. 


The greatest e\ how- 


fidences of prosperity, 
ever, are noted in manufactures in which 
the south has made phenomenal strides 
and into which a vast amount of northern 
capital is being eoncentrated. The Manufac- 
turers Record estimates that 3,007 new in- 
dustries of various kinds were founded or 
projected upon definite grounds during the 
year. Nearly eleven hundred miles of rail- 
road were. built, and a greater amount 
is under construction or ecntracted for, and 
More than $5,000,000 were invested in iron 
and steel plants. More than 300,000 spindles 
and more than 5,000 looms were added to 
textile mills. 

Next to the remarkable cotton mill devel- 
‘opment the greatest attention has been at- 
tracted to the steel plants in the Birming- 
ham district. During the past five months 
| Alabama’s foreign shipments of pig iron 
‘have been at the rate of about 1,000 tons a 
day. But the south is no longer content 
with an export in raw materials. She is now 
preparing to work up her iron and cotton 
into shapes that will enable her to partic- 
ipate to a greater extent than ever in the 
rapidly expanding export trade in manufac- 
tured goods. With raw materials right at 
her factory doors there is nothing to pre- 
vent the south from eventually occupying 
a conspicugys position in commerce and 
manufacture,

THE PEOPLE HAVE THE INSTINCT 
IF THEY WILL BUT USE IT 


One of the peculiarities of the stringent 
times through which the people of the 
country have passed is that its effects were 
least felt in points farthest removed from 
commercial influences. For this state of 
affairs only one reason has been offered, 
that being that the people in such commun- 
nities have been forced to rely upon them- 
selves, and in this self-reliance was found 
the sheet-anchor of their safety. Taking 
such a county, for instance, as Worth, in 
this siafe, which is purely agricultural and 
removed from outside influences, where the 
people live at home, as the Saying goes, 
there has always been meat in the smoke- 
house and plenty in the larder. Out of 
the richness of the earth her people have 
maintained themselves, relying for their 
meat upon their -native cattle, hogs and 
sheep, utilizing the indigenous grasses, 
making their own sirup, and living in all 
the fatness ‘which was assured to the 
children of Israel as their portion wnen- 
ever they should enter the promised land. 
But yesterday The Sylvester Local, pub- 
lished in the county of Worth, referring 
to the talk about 4-cent cotton in other 
Places, said: 

“Hard times is heard on every hand, but 
I will venture to say times are better right 
here in southwest Georgia (Worth county) 
than in anv other portion of the state, 
and here is my proof: We have plenty of 
corn, hay, rice, sirup—more than enough— 
potatoes and hogs in great abundance, that 
are costing almost nothing to fatten in 


the vast fields of pinders grown by our 
farmers.’’ 


Such a statement av this is one which 
furnishes : Aration of what all Geor- 
gians should If every farmer could 
imagine the distakce doubled between him 
and the nearest market town, to 
feel the necessity of providing for himself, 
it would be to him a boon without price, 
for out of his necessity “would grow a 
changed condition of things, and@ all for 
the better. What is possible in Worth 
county, what is a fact in Brooks qounty, 
and equally so in Jackson, might -be“made 
so in every county in the state. In looking 
over the Georgia newspapers of the past 
week there are many exceptional instances 
which go to show 


so as 


what is possible to the 
Georgia farmer. Near Sandersville Mr. J. 
O. Brown killed a hog two years old weigh- 
ing 484 pounds, for which he could have 
obtained $15 the minimum here in At- 
lanta..If Mr. Brown would but compute 
the expense and the amount of labor which 
it cost him to obtain this amount of meat, 
he would that it was worth 10- 
cent cotton rather than 4-cent. But 
ter example_still was shown by a neighbor 
of his, Mr. George M. Brantley, who killed 
a Duroc Jersey which gave him 800 
pounds of meat. This hog was worth more 
than one and a half bales of cotton, which 
took up land, cultivation, time and 
of mind. The Duroc Jerseys are said to be 
one of the most profitable meat makers’ in 
the market. Mr. Brantley has long been 
a leader in his section in the development 
of varied industries, and in his introduc- 
tion of high-grade hogs he is proving him- 
self to be one of the benefactors of his 
State.

QUESTION. OF JURISDICTION 


Still Believed Judge Newman Will Rule 
Case Out of Court 


WR, SPALDING SPOKE YESTERDAY

Presented Arguments To Show That 
the Parties to the Suit Are Im- 
‘properly Arranged—Judge 
May Announce Decision 
This Afternoon. 


Developments in the street railway hear- 
ing before Judge Newman in the United 
States court yesterday strengthened the 
belief that Judge Newman will rule the 
case out of the United States court on the 
ground that he has no jurisdiction. He an- 
nounced Tuesday in open court he was in 
doubt as to whether the parties to the suit 
were properly arranged,*and judging from 
nis utterances yesterday this doubt has not 
been removed. 

In order to secure the jurisdiction of the 
federal court in a case of this character 
parties repres@énting two or more states 
must be involved. The suit against the At- 
lanta railway and the Consolidated was 
brought first by the Old Colon¥ Trust Com- 
pany, of Boston. The Mercantile Trust 
Company, of Baltimore, 
for the bonds of the Consolidated, was later 
made a co-plaintiff. The object of the bill 
for injunction was to prevent the Consoli- 
dated and the Atlanta railway from enter- 
proceedings 


the new trustee 


ing: into any condemnation 
whereby the Mitchell street tracks of the 
Consolidated might be condemned for the 
completion of the new cross-town system 
of the Atlanta railway. 

In its answer to the bill for injunction the 
Consolidated acknowledged every’averment 
made by the plajntiffs. The Atlanta Rail- 
way Company in its cross bill charged col- 
lusion between the trust companies and the 
Consolidated on the ground that, the suit 
was instituted at the instance of the Con- 
solidated in order to secure the jurisdiction 
of the federal court, and also that their in- 
tereSts are one. and the same. If this can 
be shown to the court there is no doubt but 
that the point of non-jurisdiction, or the 
improper arrangement of ‘the parties, will 
be upheld. That is the point being argued 
now before Judge Newman, and as stated 
in yvesterday’s Constitution, it looks as if 
he will rule out the case’or the Consolidated 
as co-defendant on this ground. 

Mr. Spalding Speaks. 

The attention of the court was occupied 
yesterday by the argument of Mr. Jack 
Spalding, for the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. He will conclude this morning and 
will be followed by Judge Hammond, who 
makes the closing argument. It is probable 
a decision will be reached today: 

Unlike the other speakers in the case, Mr. 
Spalding took a text for argument, 
which was as foltows: 


his 


‘‘When the devil was sick, 
The devil a monk would be;

Mr. Spalding. began by saying he was 
strongly tempted to step on the toes of his 
brothers a little for the position they had 
taken in the case, but had decided to “hold 
himself in.’’ He first laid’ much stress on 
the necessity on the part of the Atlanta 
Railway Company for securing 
routes. He claimed that, the question 
granting franchises was purely within the 
scope of council, and that if it had acted 
maliciously or unfairly in the matter it 
would have been attacked. On the other 
hand he argued that council did act fairly 
in granting franchises to his road and cited 
the prominent citizens on the council com- 
mittee and in the council] who voted unani- 
mously to give the Traction road the fran- 
chises. 
- Difference in Evidence. 

Mr. Spalding showed that the other side 
had presented the evidence of. three em- 
ployees of the Consolidated to show that 
other routes were practical to reach. the 
viaduct besides Mitchell street, and that he 
had presented the evidence of four disin- 
terested electricat-anhd civil engineers to 
show that Mitchell /street was the only 
practical route. Hé presented the same 
argument relative to gauntlet tracks and 
thought the city council should be the 
proper judge of the use of the ‘city’s streeis. 

Relative to the proposed joint use of the 
tracks Mr. Spalding argued that the Con- 
solidated was carrying out’ an identical 
plan with the Chattahoochee line on Mari- 
etta street and that he had shown by re- 
liable evidence that the plan was being 
successfully operated in numerous cities 
of the country. He stated that as the Old 
Colony Trust Company had brought the 
bill for injunction It must make out a clear 
case before it could ask for such a harsh 
remedy. He claimed that instead of this

one of the best selections that could have 
The only opponent of Mr. Har- 
rison was Judge George Hillyer, the .ex- 
president of the board, whose name foras 
placed in nomination by J. A. Morris. On 
the vote. for president Mr. Harrison re- 
ceived 5 votes, and Judge Hillyer 2. The 


former was declared elected by Judge Hill- | 


yer, who occupied the chair. 

Mr. Harrison has been connected with the 
Water board for two years, and has ren- 
dered the city the best of service. In the 
few remarks Mr. Harrison made when 
called upon to take the chair, the new 
president of the board expressed his thanks

During the discussion on the plan for 
carrying on the piping in different parts 
of the city, it was moved -by Judge Hill- 
yer that the city council be asked for $40,000 
to aid in the work. Mayor Woodward 
stated that the income of the city had been 
cut down for the coming year nearly $50,000 
more than for the year just past, and he 
doubted for that reason that the council 
would set aside such a large sum for pip- 
ing. , 
The motion to request $40,000 from coun- 
cil Wag passed with the understanding that 
if the ‘sum was granted and: the’ election 
for water bonds was surcessful, that the 
money obtained from the city was to be 
returned to the treasury. : 
- Superintendent Park Woodward empha- 
sized the neeq for more water pipes in the 
city, and stated -that if all pipes were 
laid that were thought necessary it would 
require an expenditure of something like 
$200,000. The members of the board ail 
spoke in favor of more water pipes and be- 
lieved that the heaith of many portions of 
the city depended upon pure water for 
‘drinking purposes. The request for $40,00) 
was referred to the finance committee, 
which meets this morning. It is thought 
the committee will recommeng the plan.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


J. O. Snelling, of Trego county, Kan., 
was in Atlanta yesterday. He is on his 
way to southwest Georgia with a view of 
purchasing a farm in that section. 

“I’m not a native Kansan,” he said, “and 
Iam not, therefore, morally bound to shouwt 
for the state. But if I were, I don’t be- 
lieve I could do it with much gusto, for I 
am a farmer, and growing things out there 
is a very uncertain bisiness. When it 
rains enough we all do finely, but it so 
sekiom does rain enough. 

“The question of rain, by the way, Was 
utilized to make money out of with a good 
deal of shrewdness many wears ago Ly a 
man fram this state hy the name of Oliver, 
and he made a bushel at it. He came to 
Trego county just about the time the coun- 
try was beginning to be settled, and located 
among a colony of German farmers. The 
government established weather bureau 
at the same time in a near-by town, and 
began issuing prognostications for the ben- 
efit of the farmers round alout. Nearly 
all of the farmers in the section, however, 
were foreigners and but few of them could 
understand English; an@ because of 
that, and the: fact that the weath- 
er official aid not make any 
great effort to advertise his work 
the people did not know of him and his 
daily prognostications save in a vague way. 
So Oliver posed as the rainmaker. He ysed 
to ride over Jally and find out what the 
official prognostications were and whencver 
rain was predicted for any section he would 
mount his horse and ‘betake himself thither. 
He would call a meeting of representative 
farmers, state that he was the government 
rainmaker and for such and such a con- 
sideration, to be paid after the shower 
came, he would bring water to the parching 
crops, The bureau’s cecord for striking 
the future correctly is about 80 per cent, I 
believe, and so it didn’t take Oliver long to 
establish a remarkable reputation. This be- 
came so great in a Short time that deputa- 
tions would wait upon him and beg him to 
visit their section and bring rain. He, how- 
ever, would only go when the weather offi- 
cial innocently tipped him that rain was 
coming anyhow. 

‘T have seen him at work several times. 
He had a red tin bucket and a glass syringe 
as instruments. He would fill the syringe 
with water, squirt it up into the air and 
the magic was performed. 

“After about three years of unbroken 
success Mr. Oliver came to the attention 
of the government, and Mr. Oliver hearing 
of Uncle Sam’s intention to send a repre- 
sentative and see him, vanished—to the 
unbounded sorrow of the farmers.”’

The inflammation caused by the steel 
remaining in the eye was intense and con- 
tinious and no relief was obtained from 
the treatment given it by the attendin 
physician. Mr. Wilson finally consulte 
Dr. Abbo, and that physician, finding the 
sight destroyed and the remaining portion 
of the eye only a source of great pain, itm- 
mediately recommen®ed the opening of the 
sclerea and removing the contents and 
leaving the white portion of the eye ag a 
covering for the glass ball which he in- 
tended to substitute in place of the viscera 
which would be taken out. 

Mr. Wilson consented to this operation 
and to perform it and preserve the move- 
ment of the natural eye, thereby overcom- 
ing the hideous effects of the great major- 
where 


ity of artificial eye operations was 
Abbo’s superior skill and efficiency was 
called into geervice. 


An incision was made through the sclea- 
ra, or clear part of the eye, and the con- 
tents of the eye were scraped out. Into 
this sac was them placed the glass ball 
and the scieara sewed over it, forming a 
base with alj the movements of the natural 
eye and upon which was securely fixed the 
artificial eye.

The 
staple this season is far superior to that 
of either of the seasons mentioned. Weather 
for picking cotton compares with the sea- 
son of 1883-84. The frosts that we have had 
during this season have not affected the 
yield as to quantity but have tinged and 
stained the cotton in the fields at the time 
of the frost. There have also been a great 
many dirt stains caused by rain storms 
the first part of October. In all we have 
only four weeks of seasonable weather in 
this season. The heavy yield of ‘“‘late cot- 
ton”’ is entirely attributable to rains had 
during the latter part of August’and first 
part of Septeniber—they gave unusual vigor 
to the late plant. 

The farming interest in this section 
Starts the New Year with the same de- 
moralizing spirit that it did in 1895. While 
the majority of the United States are on a 
high road to prosperity the cotton growing 
district of the south finds itself in the op- 
posite category. While it is a fact well 
known to every farmer, that a large crop 
at lew prices is not only unprofitable, ‘but 
detrimental to all interests ¢oncerned, that 
a moderate crop at medium prices means 
prosperity, yet he does not always heed it, 
and it is only when supplies are shut off 
and assistance is withdrawn that he will 
diminish his area in cotton. This latter, we 
think, wll confront the cotton raisers to a 
considerable extent the coming year, and 
these circumstances, though unwelcome at 
present, will redound in their favor the 
coming year.

From The New York Commercial. 

The highest price for spot cotton at New 
York during the year was 69-l6c for mid- 
dling uplands, which was touched on May 
27th, and the lowest price was 56 5-l6c, which 
was touched on September 26th. During 
the latter part of September the decline in 
price was checked. Futures during Septem- 
ber ran down to the lowest point on record, 
and one month touched 4.98c. From that 
point there was some improvement, Lat- 
terly some investment buying was induced 
by the low price ruling, but speculative 
trading was not at all what it should have 
been during the year. The movement dur- 
ing the year has been so heavy that it 
acted as a check to speculative trading by 
outsiders. At the same time the cheapness 
of the staple is accounted an attractive 
feature. Crop estimates during the year 
have attracted an unusual amount of at- 
tention owing to the fact that the crop for 
tais year comes on’ top of the big crop of 
the previous year. As to the future, it is 
hoped that active and continued speculative 
buying wil] life prices up much. It will be 
a matter of interest at this time to review 
several crop estimates made during the 
year. '

THE PRESS CLUB 
AND MRS. KING 
In the last issue of Harper’s Bazar there 
appears the following tribute to the Geor- 


gia Woman's Press Club and its president, 


Mrs. William King: 

“One of the most active and devoted club 
workers in Georgia is Mrs. William King, 
of Atlanta, now president of the Georgia 
Woman’s Press Club. This organization, 
which has membership throughout the 
state, is made up of a company of strong, 
intelligent women, all engaged in newspa- 
per work, and all deeply interested in it. 
The club has united with the International 
League of Press Clubs, the General Fed- 
eration of Woman's Clubs and the State 
Fedcration of Georgia. 

"Mrs. King inherits from her father, 
Judge A. S. Clayton, of Athens, Ga., a 
strong love of literary work.

This in addition to serious public 
work both in the legislature and in the 
national congress, and on the bench of the 
Supreme court of Georgia. It was not, 
however, until after Mrs. King became the 
mother-in-law of the brilliant and too 
A early lamented Henry W. Gr dy, of At- 

lanta, that she applied her le talents 
to newspaper work. ‘Mr. Grady,’’ she says, 
gratefully, “ was my teacher and my in- 
spiration, putting me, with scant experi- 
' ence, at the head of a department on The 
Atlanta Constitution.”” This auspicious no-

esxreer that has successfully and brilliantly 
extended over a period of eighteen years. 
Mrs. King Was an early member of the 
Woman’s Press Club of Georgia, and was 
a delezate ta the Woman's National Press 
Association concress in Washington in 
February, 198, where. she was made vice 
president for Georgia of the International 
Press Union. After a two years’ service 
as vice president of the press club, Mrs. 
Kine last June hecame its president. Still 
another honoralge office now held by Mrs.

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NEXT GRAIN CROP 


WILL BE HEAVY 


Georgia Farmers Are Still Planting Wheat 
Whenever the Ground Is Dry. 


CORN ACREAGE WILL BE LARGE 


Atlanta’s Great New Mill Will Make a 
Cash Market for Grain. 


IT WILL WANT 8,000 BUSHELS DAILY 


With Increasing Prices for Grain and 
Low Price of Cotton Will Stim- 
ulate the Production.

The farmers of north Georgia are going 
to plant more corn next spring than they 
ever planted before. Word is coming into 
the office of the commissioner of agricul- 
ture from every direction to this effect. A 
great deal of wheat will ‘he planted this 


month. 

Colonel George Jones, of Gwinnett county, 
formerly principal keeper of the penitentia- 
ry, who was in the city yesterday, said 
that more wheat has been planted in his 
section than he ‘thas known planted in any 
one year since the war. The farmers are 
still planting wheat, he said. 

If the last two or three months had not 
been so wet, the acreage in wheat would 
be very large for Georgia. As it is, there 
will be a large crop next summer. 

There are three reasons for the increase 
in the acreage of grain. 

In the first place cotton has been so low 
that the farmers are discouraged with 
growing it as a money crop. 

On the other hand, wheat and corn are 
up and the wheat. crop promises to be 
short this year with good prices prevailing. 

In‘the third place, the establishment of 
an enormous grain mill here in Atlanta 
means that there Will be a cash market 
for wheat and corn at every railroad sta- 
tion. This will make wheat and corn cash 
money crops in the south as well as in the 
west. 

The announcement in The Constitution of 
Tuesday morning that the Atlanta Milling 
Company would be ready in two or three 
weeks to go to work and would want 5,000 
bushels of wheat and 3,000 bushels of corn 
every day to grind, has attracted wide at- 
tention, Few Atlantians had any idea that 
such a large mill had been erected here, and 
was on the very eve of going to work. 

The value of the annual product of this 
mill, $2,250,000 at present prices, will make .it 
one of the leading industries in the state. 
There are not many single plants of any 
kind in the south which turn out so much 
in the course of a year. The daily output 
will be 1,200 barrels of flour and 600 barrels 
of meal. Three grades of flour will be man- 
ufactured and sold in Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, the Carolinas, the West Indies, 
Mexico, Central and South America. On ac- 
count of the freight rates, the Atlanta mill 
will not be able to go into Tennessee or 
into Virginia as the mills in Chattanooga 
and Richmond will compete, Dut Atlanta 
will have a fair showing in about half of 
Alabama and in the other states named. 

President Whitman believes that a good 
trade can be built up in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Jamaica and in South America. 

Mr. Whitman says that the Georgia farm- 
ers will have an advantage over western 
farnfers because wheat ripens here earlier 
than it does up in the northwest and the 
price is usually better just . before the 
new western wheat comes into market. 
This advantage with the difference in 
freight rates will enable the Georgia wheat 
grower to get nearly twenty per cent more 
per bushel than the western farmer re- 
ceives. 

Atlanta has the milling in transit privilege 
which makes it possible for a flour mill to 
operate here and ccmpete with the great 
mills in the west. 

The Georgia railroad is preparing to put 
side tracks into the new mill, All the 
shipping will be done from the second floor 
of the mill. The local trade will be supplied 
from the first floor, which is on a level with 
the street. 


DIMMOCK OPPOSES BROWN 


Water Board Will Elect a Superintend- 
ent and Secretary Next 
Month. 

There is a lively race on for the secre- 
taryship of the water board. The term of 
the present incumbent, Mr. Cephas Brown, 
expires next month; and the board will 
elect his successor. 

Mr. Brown is a candidate for re-election, 
and is being opposed by Former Alderman 
W. R. Dimmock, who was mayor pro tem. 
of the last year’s council. The friends of 
poth candidates are working assiduously for 
the plum, and from present indications the 
race will be one of the warmest Known in 
municipal circles in some time. 

The position of secretary is a responsible 
one, and pays $1,500 per annum. The board 
also elects a superintendent next month to 
succeed Colonel Park Woodward, who is a 
candidate for re-election. He has no op- 
position and will no doubt be elected.

City Attorney Recommends That Suit Fe 
Brought Against Anniston Pipe Works. 


— eee 


M’CLURE’S EVIDENCE REVIVED 


Company Alleged To Have Defraudei 
the City Out of Money. 


TRUST OFFERED BIDS FOR CONTRACT 


Question of Bringing Suit Was xe- 
ferred to Executive Committee of 
‘Water Board Yesterday. 


At the meeting of the water board yes- 
afternoon a communication Was 
read by the secretary from City Attorney 
Anderson, in wnich he expressed the opin- 
fon that it would be best for the city to 
pring suit against the Anniston pipe works, 
of- Anniston, Ala., at once on the bagis of 
the evidence that had been tendered the 
city by J. E McClure, of Chattanooga, 
nearly two years ago. 

The question of tke advisability of su- 
ings the Annistcn pipe works has been hbe- 
fore the bosrd on several occasions of 
late, and the :matter,was referred by: the 
board to the city attcrney. 

It was breught to light sorne months age 
through the testimony furnished by Mc- 
Clure, a former employee of one of the 
companies said to be in the trust, that the 
bids furnished to the city for laying water 
pipes in 1896 and 18987 had been handed in 
by individual pipe works, all of which are 
said to have beer. members of the same 
trust. The city was not aware of this at 
the time the contracts were awarded to the 
Annisten pipe .works. 

Before the completion of the payment for 
the work for 18!7, a communication Was 
received in the city from J. EB. McClure, of 
Chattanooga. who aileged that the city 
of Atlanta had been doing business witl 
a pipe trust ‘4.nd that the companies cf the 
trust would share according to their agree- 
ment the profit that had been made out of 
the city for laying the pipes. Tne bids of 
all the companies, it Was stated, were just 
alike or nearly so,gand it was the beliet 
of McClure that the city had been made 
to pay an unreasonable price for the pip- 
ing. 

The Bill Has Been Paid. 

Shortly after that time the pipe trust 
‘with which the city of Atlenta had had to 
deal was brought-into court in Chattanoo- 
ga as a defendant on the testimony of Mc- 
Clure, who had since disconnected him- 
self with the trust, and the hearing of 
the case was watched with interest by the 
city officials, but no action was taken by 
the city to hold the alleged trust re- 
sponsible. ; 

At the time the Lill of the Anniston pipe 
works, for $3,500, came up for settlement 
in the water board the body decided te 
pay the amount regardless of the evidence 
that had been gratuitously offered by Mc- 
Clure. A resolution against paying the 
amount and directing suit to be brought 
was proposed at that meeting by Judge 
George Hillyer and voted for by him and 
Mr. J. A. Morris. 

The bill was paid in September, 1897, and 
unti] recently nothing more was heard of 
the matter. 

For the evidence that McClure had fur- 
nished the city relative to the character of 
the concern that had been given the con- 


tract for the laying of water pipes and 
mains, McClure asked payment of one- 
fourth of the amount recovered in the 


suit. 

No contract, it is stated by members of 
the water board, had been entered into 
between the city and McClure. 

McClure’s claim on the city was pre- 
sented to the water board through the city 
attorney during the early part of the past 
fall, but the board took the position that 
since no contract had been made the city 
owed nothing to McClure. especially so 
since no suit had been brought on the evi- 
dence furnished by the former employee 
of the pipe company. 

The testimony of McClure was to the 
effect that the companies that had offered 
bids for the contract for laying the pipes 
were in thorough accord and ecolusion and 
had presented , practically the same bids 
with the view of sharing thé proceeds 
alike. 

It is known that McClure haS°engaged an 
attorney in the city and is ready to push 
his claims against the city for the informa- 
tion that was furnished by him. 

The letter from the city attorney read 
before the water board yesterday afternoon 
did nof mention or comment on the validity 
of the claim presented by McClure, but 
gave the opinion that it would be best for 
the city fo enter suit against’ the Anniston 
Pipe Work’s at once with the view of re- 
covering damages. ; 

The letter was discussed at some length 
by the members of the board and was 
finally referred to the executive committee 
for action. 


Want Suit Begun at Once. 


It was stated by members of the board 
that it was heard by them that the pipe 
trust in question had been abandoned by 
the companies that composed it at that 
time, but since then sanother trust had 
been formed with practically the same pipe 
companies composing it. 

With this knowledge, it was the opinion 
of the city attorney that suit could not be 
brought against the trust, and only against 
the company which it has been alleged by 
McClure was a party to defrauding the 
city out of several thousand dollars. 

The members of the board were of the 
opinion that the recommendation of the 
city attorney should be seen after at once 
as the suit might be barred if delayed 
longer by the statute of limitations.  At- 
torney Anderson, in his communication 
proposed that the suit shoulda be filed at 
once in the federal court at Birmingham 
and there brought to trial. 

The executive committee to which the 
letter of the city attorney was referred has 
been appointed by President Harrison. of 
the board, but one of the first matte 


that will be taken up by the hieouadeede 
after it has been organized will be the 


proposition for tbe city to enter 
Ses Anniston Pipe Works. 

It is thought probable that the 2 
will recommend that suit “eet 
against the company, and it is more than 
likely that the city council wil] Sustain 
the action of the water board in the 
matter,

TO COME. 
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HOSPITAL TRAIN 


It Will Arrive at Fort McPherson To- 
day, Bringing 160 Patients 
from Macon Camp. 

The hospital train will arrive at Fort 
McPherson today from Macon, bringing 160 
patients. These patients are all members 
of the regiments stationed near Macon, 
and they have been in the care of the regi- 
mental physicians. It was decided to bring 
them to this city for treatment, where they 
will have the attention of the _ trained 
nurses and the superior drug department. 
The patients are suffering with various 
ailments, and they will be distributed over 
the wards at Fort McPherson, where all 
classes of diseases have special wards, 

nurses and physicians. \ 

Two of the new hospital wards were 
opened yesterday morning, and all during 
the day the stoves were kept hot in order 
to thoroughly dry the buildings before the 
arrival of patients. The trained nurses 
were busy at work in the new buildings, 
and before night the wards presented a very 
attractive appearance. 

The two buildings opened yesterday are 
the first on each row, nearest the adminis- 
tration building. Forty cots were placed in 
each of them. This will dispose of eighty 
of the patients to arrive today and the 
Jthers will be distributed in the wards lo- 
Ma in the old barracks houses. 

It is said at the post that Fort McPher- 
son will soon haye more patients than any 
other hospital in the country.. It was ru- 
mored for a time that the hospital would 
be abandoned, but this statement was not 
accepted as true, because this locality has 
the reputation of being the most healthy 
in this section of the country. 

The physicians and nurses are preparing 
for a rush within a few weeks, and it is 
confidently expected that all the hospital 
buildings will be in use within a _ short 
time.

CAR RUNS OVER A CHILD. 


A Four-Year-Old Colored Girl Was Se- 
riously Injured by Trolley Car 
Yesterday. 

A little dog was the cause of a child get- 
ting run. over by adrolley car yesterday 
afternoon, and the end of the affair will 

probably be the death of the child. 

It was about half-past 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon that a Consolidated car was go- 
ing out Marietta street. It had just passed 
Corbett street and was glowing up to let 
a passenger off at Pine street. A four- 
year-old colored girl suddenly ran fram the 
sidewalk and immediately in front of the 
car. $o unexpected was the act of the 
child that the motorman did not have time 
to stop the car, although he did all in his 
so before 


power to do the accident oc- 
curred. 

Despite the fact that the car had one of 
the fenders required by law, the wheels 
passed over the child’s legs, cutting them 
off just below the knees. When the im- 
pact took place the car jumped and the 
fender passed over the child’s Lody, 

Patrolman Hollingsworth was on the car 
at the time and he ordered the anibulance 
to the scene and had the child conveyed to 
the hospital. Those who witnessed the ac- 
cident from the street stated last night that 
the child was walking along the sidewalk 
and a small dog jumped upun the fence and 
gave a sudden and loud bark in the gir}’s 
face. This so startled and frightened the 
child that she sprung from the sidewalk 
and into the street, and as she did so the 
trolley car rolled up. It seems that the 
child jumped upon the track when the car 
was only a few feet away, and that it was 
utterly impossible for the motorman to stop 
the car in time to prevent the accident. 

The motorman in charge of the car was 
W. H. Wilder, and the conductor was W. 
H. Gregory. Patrolman Hollingsworth took 
the motorman and conductor in charge and 
referred the matter to the chief of police, 
who, after a thorough investigation of the 
affair, decided that it was not necessary to 
have any cases made against the men. 

The little girl’s name is Annie May Jones 
and her father, who is a day laborer, re- 
sides not far from the scene of the acci- 
dent. 

The hospital physician thought it doubt- 
ful if the child recovered. Both legs were 
entirely severed from the body and the 
shock from the accident and the loss of 
blood will probably cause her death. 

The street car men did all they could for 
the child after the accident. The motor- 
man said he regretted the matter, Lut felt 
that is was unavoidable under the circum- 
stances.

DEFIES THE POLICE 


Wild Record of Huff, a Deserter from 
the Tenth Cavalry. 


HE FOUGHT AT SANTIAGO 
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Tells.the Story of His Military Career 
Through the Bars. 


SAYS BARBED WIRE FENCE IS HIS JONAH 


Police Had To Draw Their Pistols To 
Arrest Him—What Huff Says 
About Himself. 


The police had-a desperate fight yester- 
day afternoon about 1 o’clock with one of 
the toughest soldiers that possibly ever en- 
listed under the stars and stripes. After 
covering him with pistols he still stood de- 
fiantly with an’ open Knife in his hands, and 
called out: 

*“D— you, shoot, old Huff would rather 
die and go to hell than give up.’”’ 

Not wishing to kill the man, the police 
resorted to a little strategy, and two of- 
ficers managed to slip up behind him and 
take hold of the man before ine could do 
any damage with his knife. 

Walter Huff, a negro soldier who enlisted 

in the Tenth cavalry, and who was wounded 
in the battle of Santiago, has a military his- 
tory which is replete with enough sensa- 
tions to make a thrilling plot for a wild 
west yellow-back novel. He told his own 
story last night at the police barracks as 
he peered through the prison bars at a Con- 
stitution reporter. 
“T will just tell you all about old Huff,” 
he said, “if you will take it down right and 
publish it. I am an all-round bruiser, and 
don’t you forget it. I jined the army be- 
cause I wanted to fight the dagoes. I was 
in troop L, of the Tenth ‘cavalry, and I fit 
at Santiago until I fell wounded in the right 
leg. It sure is fun to be fighting and see 
the other fellows running like scared rab- 
bits. I started in with the buys, and we 
run the dagoes from San Jose to the block- 
houses, and from the blockhouses 
barbed-wire fence. It was at the wire 
fence that I got shot, and I believe a 
barbed-wire fence is my Jonah, for it was 
one of the plagued things that caused me to 
get cotched both times I deserted.’’ 

Huff asked for a match, and when he 
had lighted the stub of a cigar which the 
turnkey had given him, he proceeded: 

“I think it is mighty hard for a man to 
go to the chaingang after he has fought 
the dagoes, peppered them for all he was 
wortn and got a ball in his own leg. When 
we were at Huntsville me and the boys got 
drunk and did some shooting. They put me 
in prison and had the shackles on my ‘legs. 
One night I jumped up and ran away with 
the chains dangling about my feet. I 
walked into Chattanooga with those chains 
still fastened to me, and got a negro black- 
smith to cut them off. Then I came to At- 
lanta, my old thhome, and hunted up my 
wife. The police all know my wife, whose 
right name is Ella Huff, but whom the po- 
lice call ‘Possum Eye.’ Officer Mehaffy 
caught me, but before they could send me 
back to Huntsville, Possum Eye swore out 
a false warrant, charging me with larceny, 
and when the warrant was dismissed I got 
away. 

“Then Officer Lanford run me down, and 
I got hung up on a barbed-wire fence. They 
took me to Fort McPherson and had me 
chained down. I got good and was allowed 
some liberties. Last night I jumped up and 
ran away. The guerd saw me and you just 
ought to have heard how those fellows 
made the bullets whiz about my head. But 
I never stopped running until I got to the 
city. This morning I went to the stockade 
to see Possum Eye, Judge Andy having sent 
her there for a month. When I was com- 
ing back to the city four of the police on 
horseback got after me and then we thad a 
chase for an hour and a half. I was mak- 
ing good time when I struck a barbed-wire 
fence and had to stop. They drew their 
guns on me and I got out my knife. I 
made up my mind to fight it out to the 
death, but two of the officers slipped up 
behind me and had me before I knew they 
were there. I am here again, and ready for 
more fun. I think I have fit enough for this 
old country, and if they keep me they will 
have to kill me, that is all.’’ 

The officers who had such a desperate 
fight with Huff were Lanford, Harris, 
Whatley and Sewell.
